An envelope containing $20,000 in 
liberty bond coupons, en route to Chi- 
wgo, has disappeared, it was learned 
ust night. It was sent with four other 
gvelopes whose contents consisted of 
Liberty bonds and negotiable papers 
valued at $100,000. 

The envelopes were consigned from 
the First National baxk of Madison, 
Wis whose president and vice presi- 
jent died recently, to the First Na- 
tonal bank of Chicago. 


No Trace Found. 


Gen. James E. Stuart, chief postal 
inspector, was notified of the loss some 
jays ago, but did not make it public in 
the hope that the coupons would be 
recovered. However, no trace has been 
tbhtained. Neither have any arrests 
heen made. 

The four envelopes left the bank for 
‘Chicago on Dec. 17. According to the 
postal authorities, the loss did not be- 
me known until the First Nationa] 
tank of Chicago wrote the Madison 
teank asking about the coupons. That 


vas last week. 

Since the shipment there has been a 
tange in the official personnel of the 
Madison bank. A. E. Proudfitt, presi- 
ént, and Frank G. Brown, vice presi- 
tent, died a few days after the coupons 
were sent, and the institution since 
then has been directed by J. H. Coe, 
lormeriy cashier. 


All Envelopes Registered.

According to M. H. Sater, 
sistant cashier, the shipping of the 
bonds was directed by George Moffett, 
m assistant teller. Moffett said last 
bight he nt sealed and stamped all 
four envelopes and marked them reg- 
istered mail.

Start Investigation. 

Richard J. Cody, assistant cashier of 
the First National bank in Chicago and 
i charge of the clerical department, 
Mid last night he had no knowledge 
w any missing coupons, but would 
Make an immediate investigation. 

“I have not heard of the matter so 
far,” said Mr. Cody, “ but there might 
be papers on the way concerning the 
tase. It would be up to the postoffice 
and insurance officials to investigate.” 

“Would you know of it if a com- 
Dlaint has been sent to your bank 
about the missing coupons?” Mr. Cody 
Was asked. “Yes, I would, but so far 
Ihave heard nothing about it.” 

So far as can be learned, all trace 
t the coupons is lost at Madison. 
Thé postal authorities cannot ascer- 
lin that they were ever placed in 
the mails. Assistant Teller Moffett 
iid all bank messengers have been 
Mestioned at length, but have been 
bie to supply the authorities with 
little helpful information.

Poles Agree to Talk 
Peace with Soviet. 


-COPENAGEN, Feb. 7.—The 
British, French, and Italian mis- 
sions in Siberia have been captured 
by the bolsheviki.. They are being 
well treated, according to a mes- 
sage M. Litvinoff, the bolshevik 
representative here, says he has re- 
ceived from Trotzky, the soviet war 
minister. 


Just what missions are referred to 
in the Copenhagen dispatch is not 
known. The arrival at Harbin, Man- 
churia, of the British, French, and 
Japanese diplomatic staffs was. related 
in a London dispatch on Jan. 20. A 
Chita (Siberia) dispatch of Jan. 19 re- 
ported the capture by the bolsheviki of 
a party of American engineers and 
Red Cross workers, while a London 
Daily Mail dispatch of Jan. 30, dated 
Harbin, reported the capture of eight 
American and two British officers west 
of Irkutsk, 

_ YANKS BALK JAPS, REPORT. 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—American marines 
at Vladivostok intervened when Japa- 
nese soldiers attempted to prevent rev- 
olutionary troops from capturing Gen. 
Rozanoff, Russian governor general, 
when the city was taken by the Reds, 


The message, which was dated last 
Sunday, stated Gen. Rozanof?f finally es- 
caped and took refuge on a Japanese 
cruiser in the harbor, 

Poles Move for Peace. 

WARSAW, Feb. 7.—Peace overtures 
by the soviet government of Russia 
will be considered by the Polish govern- 
ment, according to a dispatch sent to 
M. Tchitcherin, bolshevik foreign min- 


ister, by Stanislaus Patek, Polish min- 


ister of foreign affairs. 

M. Patek’s note follows: 

“The Polish government acknowl- 
edges thé receipt of the wireless decla- 
ration of the government of the Rus- 
sian soviet republic, dated Jan. 29, 
1920. That declaration will be consid- 
ered and the answer will be communi 
cated tO the Russian soviet govern- 
ment.” 

Allied nations would enter no objec- 
tions if Poland regarded the latest 
bolshevik note as a basis for peace 
negotiations with the soviet govern- 
ment, according to a report submitted 
by Minister Patek to Gen. Pilsudski, 
chief of staff following the minister's 
return from London and Paris. 

M. Patek says the allies willingly will 
give Poland any necessary directions 
in possible peace negotiations and re- 
ports the allied governments seem to 
consider favorably the Russian policy 
emanate announced by Premier Lioyd 
George. Premier Millerand of France 
is asserted to be thoroughly in accord 
with Mr. Lloyd George. 

Warsaw papers favor opening peace 
negotiations as soon as possible. 

Trade Agreements Near. 

PARIS, Feb. 7—Representatives of 
the Russian Codperative Unions in Lon- 
don have left for Moscow to study the 
possibilities for bringing about trade 
relations between Russia dnd the Allies, 
as provided for In the recent proposals 
of the Allies. The codperative unions, 
after the approval of the allied govern- 
ments ‘s received, will send representa- 
tives to France.

PRESIDENT AGREES TO 
HITCHCOCK TREATY PLAN 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 7.—(8pe- 
cial.|—-Senator Hitchcock tonight is- 
sued a statement making public his 
letter to President Wilson and Mr. 
Wilson’s reply, both dealing with the 
proposed reservations to the peace 
treaty. Mr. Hitchcock says the prest- 
dent’s reply was dated Jan. 26. It was 
called forth by a letter from Mr. Hitch- 
cock written on the evening of the day 
on which the bipartisan conference in 
Senator Lodge's office came so near to 
agreeing to a reservation on article X. 
Mr. Hitchcock’s letter follows: 


“ The conferences between Lodge and 
his three associates and myself and 
four Democratic senators have now 
reached the sixth day. 
“On article X the efforts to reach 
& compromise has now reached a stage 
where both sides are seriously consider- 
ing a proposition as indicated by the 
enclosed clipping. 
“We resume consideration of it to- 
morrow afternoon. 
“Yours truly, G. M. Hrrcncock. 

Jan. 22, 1920.” 


Reservation on Article X. 


The clipping referred to in the let- 
ters was the following proposed com- 
promise reservation on article X.: 

The United States assumes no 
obligation to employ its military or 
naval forces or the economic boy- 
cott to preserve the territorial in- 
tegrity or political independence 
of any other country under the 
provisions df article X. or to em- 
ploy the military or naval forces of 
the United States under any ar- 
ticle of the treaty for any pur- 
pose, unless in any particular case 
the congress, which, under the 
constitution, has the sole power to 
declare war or authorize the em- 
ployment of the military or naval 
forces of the United States, shall 
by act or joint resolution so pro- 


shajl be 


deemed to impair the obligation in 

article XVI. concerning the eco- 

nomic boycott. | 

“The reservations which the presi- 
dent refers to as mine,” Mr. Hitchcock 
adds, “were the five reservations 
which I presented to the senate Nov. 
19, after they had been approved by 
the Democratic caucus. In the senate 
they received forty-one votes.” | 


Letter’ from the President. 


The statement then gives the reply 
of the president as follows: 

“26 January, 1920. 

“My Dear Senator Hitchcock: 

“I have greatly appreciated your 
thoughtful kindness in keeping me in- 
formed concerning the conferences you 
and some of your colleagues have had 
with spokesmen of the Republican 
party concerning the possibility of rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace, and send 


} this line in special appreciative ac- 


knowledgment of your letter of the 22d. 
I return the clipping you were kind 
enough to enclose. 

“To the substance of it I, of course, 
adhere. I am bound to. Like your- 
self, I am solemnly sworn to obey and 
maintain the constitution of these 
United States. 

“But I think the form of it 


| unfortunate. Any reservation or reso 


lution stating that ‘the United States 
assumes po obligation under such and 
such an article unless or excépt’ 
would, I am sure, chill ,our relation- 
ship the nations with which we 
expect be associated in the great 
enterprise of maintaining the world’s 
peace. 

“That association must, in any case, 
my dear senator, involve very serious 
and far reaching implications of honor 
and duty, which, I am sure, we shall 
never, in fact, be desirous of ignoring. 
It is the more important not to create 
the impression that we are trying to 
escape obligations. 


He Accepts Reservations. 


“ But I realize that negative criticism 
is not all that is called for in so seri- 
ous a matter. I am happy to be able 
to add, therefore, that I have once 
more gone over the reservations pro- 
posed by yourself, the copy of which 
I return herewith, and am glad to say 
that I can accept them as they stand. 
_ “J have never seen the slightest rea- 
son to doubt the good faith of our as- 
sociates in the war, nor ever had the 
slightest reason to fear that any nation 
would seek to enlarge our obligations 
under the covenant of the league of 
nations, or seek to commit us to lines 
of action which, under our constitu- 
tion, only the congress of the United 
States can, in the last analysis, decide. 
“ May I suggest that with regard to 
the possible withdrawal of the United 
States, it would be wise to give to the 
president the right to act upon our res- 
olution of congress in the matter of 
withdrawal? In other words, it would 
seem to be permissible and advisable 
that any resolution giving notice of 
withdrawal should be a joint rather 
ithan a concurrent resolution. 


Holds Veto Right Essential. 

“I doubt whether the president can 
be deprived of his veto power under 
the constitution, even with his own 
consent. The use of a joint resolution 
would permit the president, who is, of 
course, charged by the constitution 
with the conduct of foreign policy, to 
merely exercise a voice in saying 
whether so important a step as with- 
drawal from the league of nations 
should be accomplished by a majority 
or by a two-thirds vote. o~ 

“The constitution itself, providing 
that the legislative body was to be 
consulted in treaty making and having 
prescribed a two-thirds vote in such 
cases, it seerns to me that there should 
be no unnecessary departure from the 
method there indicated. 


Yields on Mandate Idea. a 

“I see no objection to a frank state- 
ment that the United States can ac- 
cept a mandate with regard to any 
territory under Article XITII., Part 1, 
or any other provision of the treaty 
of peace, only by the direct authority 
and action of the congress of the United 
States. 

“I hope, my dear senator, that you 
will never hesitate to call upon me 
for any assistance that I can render 
in this or any other public matter.

WILSON 
OPPOSITION 
RESERVATIONS 


Both Factions Urge 
Senate Action. 


' Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—A letter 

from President Wilson renewing his 
objection to some features of the peace 
treaty reservations framed by the Re- 
publican majority of the genate fur- 
nished the basis of an earnest discus- 
\sion today in a conference of Demo- 
cratic senators, called to consider what 
course the treaty’s friends should pur- 
sue when it again comes before the 
senate next week. 

The only decision reached was to co- 
}operate in the parliamentary action 
necessary to reopen the question of 
ratification, and to work for an ac- 
ceptable compromise on reservations. 


by Wilson’s Letter. 

Just what sort of compromise should 
be considered acceptable was debated 
in the light of varying interpretations 
of the president's letter, but there was 
an attempt to frame a definite reser- 
vation program, 

The president made known his views 
in @ message to Senator Hitchcock, 
Democratic leader in the senate. The 
letter was read ‘*o the conference of 


cuss the treaty situation. 

It was so phrased that the senators 
asked to time 
in order that they might understand 
it better. . 

What President Accepts, 

The two outstanding points in the 
president's letter were: 

That he can accept the five 
Hitchcock reservations, endorged 
by the Democratic caucus, and 
defeated in the senate on Nov. 
19, by a vote of 50 to 41. 

That the compromise put for- 
ward by the Democratic senators 
on Article X, in the now defunct 
conciliation conference, was “ very 
unfortunate” in form, though he 
agreed with the substance. 

Much debate followed the reading 
of the letter. Several senators wanted 
to surrender and accept the Lodge 
reservations; others wanted to con- 
tinue trying to compromise, and a few 
urged ratification without any reserya- 
tions. 

Opponents to Codperate. 

The conference came to an end with- 
out any action being taken, beyond in- 
structing Senator Hitchcock to co- 
operate with Senator Lodge, the Re- 
publican leader, in bringing the treaty 
up Monday for another full and 
free discussion on the senate floor.

' Mr. Drum told the commission on 
Friday that his company made a study 
of the Elberfeld-Barmen monorail 
‘some years ago. He presented the com- 
mission with pictures of the device 
showing an arched structure, almost 
as cumbersome and‘ unsightly ‘as Chi- 
cago’s “ L” roads. Mr..Drum said he 
idoubted whether the monorails could 
be run with a small headway as local 
‘elevated trains with the same degree 
of safety. 

F. D: Flint, president of the mono- 
rail concern, countered with the-dec- 
laration that “if we can get 100 per 
cent breakage we can run on smaller 
‘headway than the elevated trains do.” 

Ready to Rush Subway. 

George W. Jackson, newly appointed 
enginer for the commission who is to 
draw up plans and estimates for a 
downtown subway system, asserted 
yesterday that subways can be built 
at the rate of one and probably at the 
rate of three miles per month and at a 
cost of not more than $1,000,000 a mile. 

“And the proposal to operate a mono- 
rail system in a subway in the loop 
district would render the construction 
of subways simpler than a plan to 
build the ordinary type of passenger 
subways,” Mr. Jackson said. 

“Twelve miles of monorail system 
could be completed within a year.”

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—An ac- 
count directly charging criminal neg- 
ligence and waste in construction of 
the Muscle Shoals air nitrate plant

Evans of Arcadia, Cal., formerly of 
the military intelligence service. 

Before he was called off the job, he 
said, he had obtained 129 affidavits 
charging Mcompetence, criminal neg- 
ligence, and graft and sent them to 
Washington.

TEACHERS’ FIGHT, 


Saving Schools Real 
Issue, Says Leader. 


W. T. McCoy, chairman of the high 
school teachers’ committee, yesterday 
issued a statement criticizing the ele 
mentary school teachers for “ mis- 
statements upon the school situation.” 
He characterized their demands for @ 
maximum salary of $2,500 as “an at- 
tempt to throw the salary campaign 
into class war.” 

Mr. McCoy is head of the high school 
teachers’ group which is fighting for 
abolition of the Juul law. The elemen- 
tary teachers also favor this, but, he 
says, they have failed to harmonize on 


other school matters. 
Schools First, His Cry. 

“This is not a time to trump up class 
hostility among those who teach the 
children of America the principles of 
union and Americanism,” he said. “ The 
schools are more important than any 
teacher or group of teachers. Justice 
must be done all groups. 

“We hope the elementary teachers 
receive all they ask, but they are con- 
temptuous of the fact that the real 
crisis exists in the high schools, where 
the resignation rate is exceedingly 
higher than the grade schools. 

“This fight is not purely one of sal- 
ary and public support should not be 
sought on any such basis. It is unfor- 
tunate that the spokeswoman for the 
elementary group should have diverted 
public attention from the real issue— 
the saving of the schools.”

“The elementary teachers should re- 
ceive bread and butter before the jam

JOHNSON LETTER 
EXPLAINS 
CONSPIRACY SUIT 


St. Louls, Mo., Feb. 7.—President 
Phil Ball of the St. Louis Browns al- 
lowed a létter from President John- 
son of the American league to be 
made public here today, which he 
claims, throws an entirely different 
‘light on the excerpt from the letter 
which the New York American league 
club owners have mentioned in their 
petition charging Johnson with con- 
.spiring to run them out of baseball. 

The excerpt from the Johnson letter 
quoted by Merrs. Ruppert and Huston 
of the New York Americans said: 

“It is my judgment that they (the 
New York Americans) should be re- 
tired from our organization.” 

Letter Preceded Court ion. 

This sentence is includ in the 
letter made public today, which Mr. 
Ball states was written by President 
Johnson on Aug. 6, 1919, before any 
court action was taken by the New 
York club. 

President Johnson in his letter, after 


' telling of his return from New York, 
dropped $17,000 last night, and a for- gay

“When it became gPparent that I 
would not deviate from ‘my position 
{relative to the Mays case] they de- 
clared the stock of the New York club 
was for sale and I could have it on five 
minutes’ notice for $60,000. . ..

The facts are that 
in industrial centers such petitions 
may be readily and quickly obtained, 
but in the country petitions are harder 
to get signed and it is. difficult to 
stimulate the voters to get out and 
vote on matters unless they are of 
very grave importance. 

Called Bad for Farmers. 

“As a rule unreasonable legislation, 
if passed, can be repealed: initiative 
and referendum would be a bad thing 
for Illinois farmers.” . 

It may be suggested that the Madi- 
son .county farm bureau has not ac- 
curately described the plan of I. and 
R. which its advocates propose, but the 
bureau has put its stamp of disap- 
proval upon the I. and R. 

It has gone farther and would put a 
crimp in Cook county. “The fepre- 
sentation of Chicago and Cook county 
in the state legislature should be lim- 
ited,” continues the resolution. “If 
kept at the present basis, with increas- 
ing city and decreasing rural popula- 
tion, Chicago soon will have a ma- 
jority in the legislature.”

Only the business woman knows her 
financial problems. Whatever her sal- 
ary she is sure to want to do more 
with it than it makes possible, and the 
earliest art she should acquire is that 
of stretching it to its utmost. Busi- 
ness women are at a disadvantage in 
this, as they frequently pay higher 
prices for clothing or other necessities 
than the woman who Its busy about her 
own home, yet they get no better ma- 
terials, if as good. 

Any one who has ever dane all ‘her 
shopping in the noon hour and on Sat- 
urday afternoons knows the reason 
for this. There is not time to look 
about carefully. If shoes are needed, 
shoes must be bought; the crowded 
shoe departments may mean the major 
part of a Saturday afternoon, even if 
the shoes are purchased at the first 
store visited, while if time is taken to 
compare the shoes displayed at dif- 
ferent stores one may go home shoe- 
less.

Therefore, 
whenever a budget designed to suit the 
needs of one person is printed as a sug- 
gestion to others, it usually defeats its 
purpose, and discourages the man or 
woman who was just ready to plan a 
budget. Yet with this horrible ex-

Three Kinds of Savings. 

There are three kinds of savings— 
those which are for some specific pur- 
pose, like a summer trip or a term 
of music; those which are permanent, 
not to be touched for any purpose, 
but sowed as seed to go on producing 
their kind and add appreciably to the 
future yearly income, and those which 
are for*emergencies. About the only 
sure way to save is to take out a 
fixed per cent of one’s salary at the 
moment it is received. This requires 
a great deal of resolution, but not 
nearly so much, in my opinion, as tak- 
ing it out later when needs and desires 
are clamoring. 

The size of the income. determines 
the share of it which can reasonably 
be saved. On a small salary, not only 
less can be saved but even a less per 
cent, because the fixed expenses for 
food and clothing are larger in pro- 
portion. Not less than 10 per cent 
should be considered permanent sav- 


Now, fall foul of this and tear it to 
pieces! In doing so, an excellent in- 
dividaul budget is likely to rise from 
its ruins. 

Annual Revision Necessary. 

It must be remembered that a b 
should be revised from year to year. 
Let us hope that prices of clothing and 
food will have fallen by another year, 
just as they. have risen the last year. 
A year ago a business woman pur- 
chased an excellent quality of foulard 
silk, and had it made into a dress at 
a cost of $27; this year the same silk 
and the same dressmaker produced a 
duplicate of the dress for $41, and the 
silk will not wear as well as that of a 
year ago. 

Both clothing and food require more 
money now than in normal times; when 
those normal times return, we should 
be sure to revise our budget to mect 
conditions. Perhaps we may find we 
may add more then to the sinking fund 
which is to make our dreams come 
true.

The valentine supper is for the child, 
or the quite young person, or for older 
people affecting youth for the moment.

For children the supper should 
be of the simplest and one or two val- 
entines apiece of the sort that make 
fot real playfulness or pleasure are 
enough. 

Of iate years hearts by scores and in

knows, lace medallions of all 
shapes and sizes can be bought, 
and the variety of things for 
Which they may be used is almost end- 
less. Corset covers, camisoles, com- 
binations, night dresses, negligees of 
all materials, babies’ caps, pillow cases, 
bureau and table scarfs, and so on 
without end. 

Butterflies, some with wings spread 
out straight. others with the wings in 
different positions, are among the most 
beautiful of these medallions, and set- 
ting them in materials is lovely work. 

The material to which one is to be 
applied. must be absolutely smooth, 
then lay it on something flat and pin 
the butterfly in position, using fine. 
small pins. Basting down all edges 
and going slowly enough to avoid any 
fulling is the next stép. Then with a 
fine needle and thread hem the butter- 
fly down all around, of course work- 
ing from the right side. Take the bast- 
ings out and cut away the material 
underneath, leaving a small eighth of 
an inch margin everywhere. Now, 
working from the wrong side, hem the 
raw edge down to the Iace in tiny 
stitches, so that every bit of raw edge 
is covered. 

This method has to be followed 
where the outline of the butterfly fol- 
lows small, successive scallops. Where 
the lace edge has fewer of those smal! 
curves the raw edge is turned back so 
that the edge of the insertion on the 
right side is in the edge of the fold. 
then overhand in small, closely taken 
stitches, directly over and through the 
insertion edge, and through the ma- 
terial as well. In this overhanding the 
raw edge will be caught in and roll of 
itself, and when straightened out the 
lace will look as though it were woven 
into the cloth. 

Lace insertion can be made to fol- 
low any sort of line’ by basting one 
edge down along the bottom or wider 
edge of the curve first, then by pulling 
up a thread in the opposite edge of 
the insertion, the fullness is adjusted 
so as to follow the desired Mne per- 
fectly and hemmed down in place.

The following letter, asking the ‘support of priests and people for Rosary College, 
the proposed university for women for which ground has been broken in River 
Forest, will be read in every Catholie pulpit in the archdiocese of Chicago today:

Chicago, Ill., Feb. 2d, 1920. 
Rev. Dear Father: 
The State-wide campaign to aid the erection 


of the Catholic college for women in Chicago 


will begin in this city on Sunday next: The or- 
ganization of women in charge of the “drive” 
has been perfected and their plans for the 


movement completed. You will remember that- 


at the last diocesan retreat I asked the pastors 
to lend encouragement to this praiseworthy un- 
dertaking by making a‘sympathetic announce- 


ment at the opening of the campaign to the | 


faithful of their congregations. 


_ And I would ask them to lay particular stress 
on the fact that perhaps nowhere in this coun- 
try is there a Catholic college that will-do just 
the work that this institution is intended to do. 
Elsewhere there are colleges for women, but 
all of their students are residents or 


commercial activity, and it would be criminal 
neglect on our part not to prepare her for her 
new responsibilities. This is what this new 


within a few years there will be as many stu» 
dents enrolled at Rosary College as are now’‘at- 
tending all of the Catholic colleges for women

arders. Asa result, the cost of a college ed- 


ucation for the daughter is beyond the means 

of the ordinary Catholic family, and we have a 

comparatively small number of girls ard wom- 

- attending the Catholic colleges of the United 
tates. 

But the principal reason why I have asked 
the Dominican Sisters to transfer in its entirety 
an already established college to Chicago was 
to provide a day college where girls of intellec- 
tual promise but of limited means might have 
the opportunity of attaining a cherished ambi- 
tion—a college education, a university training. 

In the very congregations that will be. listen- 
ing to this announcement there will be many a 
father who, having watched with pride the 
progress tiis little girl made in her classes and 
the avidity with which she devoured her books, 
at some time had uttered the wish: “If I could 
only give her a college education.” : 

In every parish you will find girls supporting 
themselves in an office or in the schoolroom 
whose life’s disappointment is told in the 
words: “If I could have only had a college de- 
gree.” It is precisely to: provide for such as 
these that Rosary College is to be established, 
to give this opportunity to the rank and file of 
our girls, to the bright, promising, ambitious 


daughters of the mechanic, the tradesman, the 


man who works for his daily bread. 

And to accomplish just this, that no girl may 
be excluded because she lacks the, means, the 
Sisters have agreed with me that EACH YEAR 
.A GOODLY NUMBER OF FREE SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS WILL BE OPEN FOR PUBLIC COM- 
PETITION to the graduates of our high 
schools, each to cover their entire collegiate 
course. The results will not only be splendid 
encouragement to every pupil in our school sys- 
tem, but it is bound to be beneficial to the new 
college itself, for it will raise the standard of 
scholarship, it will mean the acquisition of the 
brightest minds among our girls, whose very 


ambition will infect and carry their classmates 


up to the highest levels of scholarship. 

It is useless for us to shut our eyes to the 
fact that woman is coming out of her former 
environment and taking her place alongside of 
man in almost every avenue of professional and 


Were we to make inquiries, we would find that 
the majority of our leading business and pro- 
fessional men started out as poor boys. I be- 
lieve the day is not far distant when the fore- 
most women in intelléctual attainment will not 
fear to acknowledge that the position they hold 
has been reached by their own initiative and 
hard work, rather than by the accident of birth 
and family, 

I Catholic people will understand 
this thoroughly, that this college is theirs, as 
muchas our schools and ‘high schools are theirs, 


~4hiat there is to be no distinction of class or 
race, that its one purpose is to form and train 


splendid Catholic women, inferior to none in 
their intellectual equipment, leaders of their 
sex in every field of endeavor. To accomplish 
this probably no other educational institution 
will be better prepared than this new college. 

- Its faculty will be chosen from a community 
of six haisired trained teachers, prepared for 
this work in the centers of science and art 
abroad, graduates of the universities of Europe 
and Washington, who have been specializing in 
the branches they are to teach, Later their 
work will be further complemented by lectures 
by members of the faculty of our Theological 
Seminary and of the medical and legal: faculties 
of our university. 

The Sisters lack but one thing. Like Peter 
to the beggar at the Temple gate: “Silver and 
gold I have none, but what | have I give thee.” 
(Acts iii., 5-6.) In this campaign they ask not 
(as other colleges are now asking) an increase 
of professors’ salaries; the Sisters work for no 
earthly pay, no salary; but they have no means 
of their own, no source of revenue; so they ask 
those whom they come to benefit to help them 
in the erection of the necessary buildings. 

In return they offer the endowment of them- 
selves, all the years of preparation, the many 
hours of study and discipline, the accumulated 
enthusiasm possessed by those alorie to whom 
teaching is not a vocation, but part of a God- 
given mission in the cause of salvation of souls. 

The appeal of the Sisters could not possibly 
fail did the people of Chicago but realize how 
much good the new college is destined to effect 
in their midst. But | feel quite confident that 
the greatest help to assure its lasting success 
will come from the clergy, who know that the 
establishment of Rosary College is the necessary 
capstone and completion of our splendid Cath- 


olic educational system, and who will surely

Furthermore, there is not mua hadanger 
that contagion will be carried Zong dis- 
tances and for a long time by } ani- 
mals. So far as we know the low ood 
mals do not have smallpox, malarfitgyel- 
low fever, influenza, meningitis, m 6, 
scarlet fever, Ciphtheria, mumps, \ \ep- 
rosy, syphilis, gonorrhea, choleraa \or 
typhoid fever. 

On the other hand, man its not subject, 
to any of the great destructive epidemicg 
diseases of live stock, such as hog echol-' 
era swine plague, chicken cholera, dis, 
temper, black leg and epizodtic in horses. 

When horses are dying by the thou- 
sands frém epizoitic, man goes about hig 
work secure. 


->- 

Men can eat hogs dead of hog chelera 
without being made sick thereby, and 
chickens dead from cholera have been 
eaten with impunity. Our commercial 
practices are all against eating animals 
dying from diseases. The custom is to 
throw such meat away and eventually 
‘we may find that such custom is Pounded 
on science, but up to the present time the 
proof is lacking. 

The rule is that human contagious dis- 
eases are conveyed only by human be- 
ings. It was once held that chickens had 
diphtheria. They do have a somewhat 
similar disease—roup. But no one has 
ever proved that diphtheria can be 
spread by chickens with roup or that 
chickens with roup ever cause diphtheria 
in human beings. 

Cats, dogs and birds should not be al- 
lowed to go in and out of a room in 
which a person is isolated for diphtheria, 
not because they are liable to have the 
disease and thus spread it, but because 
they can transport the bacteria tempo- 
rarily just as they can be transported in 
human hands, beards or clothes. 

The same statement holds as to scarlet 
fever, measles, smallpox, and meningitis. 

There are many who hold that infan- 
tile paralysis can infect the lower ani- 
mals. These people call attention to the 
prevalence of epidemics of a paralytic dis- 
ease among chickens, dogs and other 
lower animals simultaneously with epli- 
demics of infantile paralysis. This does 
seeni an exception to the statement mad@ 
in the opening sentence of this article. 

Some very good men, such as Dr. L, D. 
Bristol, health commissioner of Maine, 
offer some proof that infantile paralysis 
is a form of pasteurillosis and is due to a 
bacterium of this group elmilar to some 
of the distemper germs. However, the 
majority of health authoritles who have 
investigated have reported that they 
found no connection between the disease 
in the human subjéct and the paralysis of 
lower animals, 

Several years ago an able investigator 
claimed that dogs had whooping cough. 
He found the bacilli of whooping cough 
in some dogs sick with a cough. This 
announcement was made several years 
ago. The statement that dogs have 
whooping cough still is carried in some of 
the books, but in the intervening years 
proof has not come either from the lab- 
oratory people or from the doctors in the 
field. . 

I presume there is no doubt but cow- 
pox was originally smallpox, or small- 
pox was originally cowpox. But the dis- 
cases aro a long ways apart now so far 
as all practical dangers are concerned. 
Humans working around cows with cow- 
pox do not contract either smallpox or 
cowpox and cows on premises where 
sinalipox prevails do not contract any 
disease. 

So far none of the assaults on the state- 
ment made in the first sentence have been 
sustained. There are some exceptions 
that cannot be overthrown. Tuberculo- 
sis is as prevalent among lower animals 
as among human beings. 

For a while Koch was of the opinion 
that the disease in cows, using that as an 
illustration of lower animal tuberculo- 
sis, was so different from human tuber- 
culosis that it could not be communicated 
from cows to man. His opinion was con- 
troverted by three commissions—Brit- 
ish, German and American—and he ts 
eaid to have changed his position before 
he died, There is proof that human be- 
ings contract tuberculosis from lower an- 
imals and lower animals contract the 
disease from human beings. 

Plague is an epidemic disease which se- 
verely affects both man and animals 
Health officers in India are led to sus-

Blologic: our bodies are 
so similar to those of the lower animals 
that we would expect there would be 
more digeases in commons When we run 
through any treatise on bacteriology and 
notice the classification off bacteria we 
find in every group some witich cause dis- 
ease in humans and others'ywhich cause 
disease in lower animals, though there 
are few which cause disease Yn both. 

It is entirely possible that \the differ- 
ence between cases and carriejs may ex- 
plain the above fact otherwise so <diffi- 
cult of explanation. If so, loweranimails 
become of greater {mportance from the 
standpoint of disease transmission. 
When a disease producing, bacterium gets 
into the body there may or may not be a 
reaction. If there is to be a sickness the 
bacterium ineubates for a certain n&m- 
ber of days and then ensues a battle be- 
tween the invader and the invaded host. 
The: battle is called the disease and the 
host is said to be a case, After a cer- 
tain period of sickness the symptoms 
subside and the case is said to be conva- 
lescent. He is still throwing off bacteria, 
During convalescence he is said to be a 
convalescent carrier. 

If he continues to throw off disease 
producing bacteria he is seid to be a 
permanent carrier. If there is no reae- 
tion at all, no symptoms and no sick- 
ness, but the individ invaded throws 
off disease productng bacteria from the 
start, the individual is ealled a latent or 
passive carrier.

We are cautious and wise tn not asso- 
clating too closely with dogs and cats. 
We might even go further and report to 
the health department every epidemic of 
disease in lower animals and to the vet- 
eritary department epidemics in human 
beings.

Ofethe Illinois system of permanent 
agriculture. 

In writing the following tribute to 
Dr. Hopkins, which tells something of

president of the University of Illinois, 
says: “ There are so many good things 
to put in about this great man that it 
would take a book to tell them.”

N the shad of Gibraltar there 
died recently a figure known 
throughout the universe for his 
knowledge of soils and for the ad- 

Vancement he has given the agricul- 
tural world through his scientific ac- 
complishments. 

“He was worth millions of dollars to 
the state of Illinois. There was no 
second, no third, no fourth.” Such 
was a tribute paid by a prominent 
citizen of Illinois to this man, the 
originator of the Illinois system of 
permanent agriculture. 

Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins, called by many 
“the savior of our soll,” died in the 
military hospital at Gibraltar while 
ep route home from Greece, where he 

ad spent a year making it possible 
for the people of that country to re- 
gain the fertility of their worn out soil. 
Memorial services paying tribute to his 
memory and to his work were heid at 
the University of Illinois at Urbana. 
For almost twenty-five years he had 
been associated with the university. 

Some one has said that every na- 
tion falls as the fertility of its soils 
become depleted. Dr. Hopkins had for 
years sounded the warning that if we 
do not improve our soils before we be- 
come too poor to do so, a like fate 
may befal] our nation. 

He put all his private energies and 
capital in recent years into the de-

York has far mopé orchestral concerts | 


than it needs or wants, and Boston cer- 
tainly is not suffering. Just what dif- 
ference it can make to us here in 
Chicago whether New York likes us or 
does not like us it is difficult to see. 
The going is as absurd as is the send- 
ing of our opera organization there te 
be picked to pieces and “ patronized. 

Chicago’s musical field of activity 1s the 
middle west and the west, and what 
New York and Boston think about us 
is neither here nor there, If we are 
good they certainly will think no good 
of us: if we are not good they are cer 
tain not to. So where is the gain? 


The field for the Chicago orchestra 
should be right here in Chicago and its 
immediate vicinity. The giving of the 
afternoon and evening weekly concerts 
in Orchestra hall and the offering of 
the Populars and the children’s ocon- 
certs are largely society functions and 
the great general public is as effective 
ly excluded from them as though they 
were given in the Imperial palace in 
Peking. The Populars are sold out be 
fore even the program is announced, 
and the children’s concerts are cause 
for little less than riots every time they 
are given. 

With Chicago as vast as it is and 
with its huge population, the Chicago 
orchestra should find its field of trav- 
eling right here within the confines of 
the city. There are large halls in dif- 
ferent sections—on the northwest and 
west sides, and on the southwest sides 
—which would accommodate audiences 
of ample proportions. To these halls 
the Chicago orchestra should go every 
two weeks or every month offering a 
regular series of orchestra concerts 
with programs of high character yet 
made with the skill Mr. Stock knows 
so well to bring to their fashioning, and 
thus give to all the people of Chicago 
the orchestral and musical sustenance 
that is needed. 

The cost of travel and the wear upon 
the men would be nothing compared 
to the tr‘ps out of town. And the 
results to the musical growh and de 
velopment of the city would be beyond 
the computing. Even if mere expenses 
were al] that were met, the undertak- 
ing would be infinitely more worth 
while than the trotting about the coun- 
try to cities far distant and which now 
are in the zone of activity of other. 
orchestras. And there is no reason why 
the earnings from such concerts should 
not be fairly substantial. They cer- 
tainly would be more than the $350 
gained from the two concerts in Cleve 
land and Detroit. The Chicago Orches- 
tral association has shown itself and ts 
showing itself a factor of splendid and 
tremendous cultural activity in the 
community. Here is a chance for it 
to widen still farther its valued power.

ARIS, Jan. 81.—Forty-seven 
French Manufacturers having 
voted t@ postpone the Grand Prix 
de France from 1920 to 1921, the 
international 600 mile race on the In- 
dianapolis speedway, May 31, for a 
cash purse of $59,000 will ‘afford the 
sole opportunity of the year for Euro | 
pean racing teams to come to a de- 

cisive engagement. 
Manufacturers in favor of racing | 
are the strongest and most powerful | 
in Burope, including such companies , 
as the English Sunbeam, the Italian | 
A T., and the French Peugeot, 
Delage, and Ballot. However, in-a test | 
of voting strength they found them- |. 
selves in the minority, and according- 
ly will have to seek foreign soil in 
1920 on which to decide their claims 
to world supremacy. 

Despite the official decision of the 
French 


to the new 188 inch specifications of 
the Indianapolis race and the Grand 
Prix de France, whenever it is finally 
decided that the latter race should be 
run. By competing in the Indianapolis 
race this year the more farseeing man- 
ufacturers discern an opportunity to 
steal a march on their less progressive 
rivals, enabling them*to put cars into 
the 1921 Grand Prix that will have had 
an entire year’s seasoning. 

Another reason for not waiting un- 
til the Grand Prix of 1921 is that a num- 
ber of American manufacturers are ex- 
pected to invade Burope with racing 
teams at the first opportunity, and that 
to withdraw from competition for a 
year would give America too much of 
an advantage in developing and per- 
fceting her racing models. 

More severe competition is expected 
to materialize in the American quar- 
ter this year than ever before.
